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(57) Abstract 

An artificial dura prepared from an in vivo degradable and absorbable synthetic polymer sheet and having a total light transmittancc 
of 30 % or above as defined by JIS K7105, a haze (cloudiness value) of 80 % or less as defined by JIS K7105, or a specular glossiness at 60° 
(Gs 60°) of 10-20 % as defined by JIS Z8741. 
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
